WHITTIER, Calif., Dec. 10 
(UPI) — No one was more 
amazed than the Charles 
Mylander family when they 
learned their rented home 
was considered "dilapidated” 
by White House officials.

This weekend when the 


President detailed his state 
and federal tax statements 
and other financial papers, 
the house was said to be 
"dilapidated,” and for which 
there were $26,449 in de- 
ductible expenses. 

The commercially zoned 
land is valued at about $90,- 
000 and the house about $ 8 ,- 
000 . 

But. its graphic descrip- 
tion by federal officials 
caused Mrs. Mylander to get 
slightly irritated.
